Chronicles of Atlantis — II 



King Miditl of Atlantis had decreed that Elysium was to be called "lesser 
Atlantis", and as expected, few in Elysium agreed with the name. The town of 
Aous, once capitol of Elysium, was the center of the discontent. One of the 
most distressed was Hanno, a well-to-do dealer of Metal tools. Hanno & Co. had 
built up a large trade with Atlantis in swords, spears, arrow points, etc, and 
was about to lose this when Miditl proclaimed that, among other things, all 
weapons made in Atlantis were property of the King. While Elysium was an 
occupied territory, Hanno had done well.
